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CROP CIRCLES, MIA 7 S AMI) IMPLANTS 
ARE FEATURED TOPICS 
OF APRIL MEETING

Tho UFO Study Group won treated 
bo l;v;o speakers at its Apr il 12 
meeting, and also v i owed a video 
on crop circles. 

Our first speaker was Alex Uor- 
vab, Missouri MUFON Public Infor¬ 
mation Officer, who gave•a faoin- 
abing aocounb of a conversebion 
be bad with Colonel Bo Gribs, who 
bad travelled bo Burma ab bhc in¬ 
vitation of our government; to bry 
bo gob in forma bion about; our sol¬ 
diers who are skill listed as 
missing in act;ion. This is park 
of the area known as "The Golden 
Triangle" where over half of bhe 
world’s supply of heroin is pro¬ 
duced. The heroin business is 
run, Uorvnb said, by a bop Bur¬ 
mese General through a govern- 
monba.l/inj 1 i.bary financial sebup. 
This coalibion may also have U.S. 
sponsors as well. 

According bo Morvab, a beam re¬ 
cently reburned from Vietnam for 
the second bime and verified bhe 
ex is bonce of ab I ear; b 10 I'OW's 
and said there were probably many 
more, possibly up bo 300 
prisoners- still alive in tho Laos 
area, under bhe domination of 
another group. Because they want 
bo stay in bhc: flood graces of bhe 
USA,- 1 and continue receiving what¬ 
ever foreign aid we are giving 
them, they do not; wank bo upset 
bhe relationship by admitting bhe 
existence of those I’OW’s. 

Regarding implantations, Ilorvat 
said that, as a kind of prelimi¬ 
nary best, n Los Angeles animal 
slid tor is of fering bo implant a 
microchip about tho size of a 
groin of rice in a pet, and in 
bhe event; the pet; is lost, an 
electronic scanner will be used 
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to locate the animal. Implants 
are also being tested on people 
in Malaysia and Singapore. There 

is a possibility that someday 
everybody will be implanted, and 
in particular babies os soon as 
they are born. (II; is possible 
t;hab the mother and father may 
never know\ their baby has 
received an implant). 

After a brief refreshment 
break, the meeting continued with 
Bruce Widaman, Missouri State Di¬ 
rector of MUFON and Chairman of 
the St. Charles Committee; who 
showed a videotape updating us on 
crop circles. 

The video leaves one in awe at 
the intricacies of the—designs, 
and in wonder at what the real 
message of the circles could be. 
As time goes on and new circles 
appear, the patterns are becoming 
even more complex with numerous 
variations. Sometimes mysterious 
green lights have reportedly been 
seen in the circles. Some circle 
investigators have reported that 
compasses spin when placed in the 
center of the formation. 

In 1989, a BBC television crew, 
led by Richard Merrick, a sound 
specialist, recorded crackling 
noises in the center of the 
circles, which they considered 
possibly to be electromagnetic 
and geomagnetic variances. Some 
describe the sound of being that 
of many crickets olI "singing" at 
the same time. 

On May 23, 1990, Fat Delgado, 

an electrical engineer, was one 
of bhe first to visit a totally 
new type of crop formation that 
included a long avenue and four 
rectangular boxes which, when 
photographed, proved to be com¬ 
pletely isolated and had no 
bracks leading to them.

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Crop circle:; hove shown bo be 
of interest not onJy to the sci 
entific community, hut to others 
who look for answers beyond con¬ 
ventional science. For instance, 
astrologist Lconie Star soys that 
in astrology a lot of symbols ore 
used which they refer to as 
shorthand hieroglyphics, under¬ 
standable only to asbiologists. 
In her study of crop circles, she 
says that she has discovered that 
there are many of those symbol:; 
out in the field. Che fools 
there is a correlation between 
what she sees happening in the 
heavens and what is happening in 
the crop circles. 

Jim Carson, an English farmer, 
reports seeing beams of lights 
pointing down from the sky toward 
the earth the night before 
finding another crop circle 
formation the next morning. 
Balls of lights have also been 
reported in and near the crop 
circles, yet no one has been able 
to-see a circle being formed. 

In 1990, due to enthusiasm from 
many areas, a ('enter- for Crop 
Circle Studies was set up to pro¬ 
vide a forum for research into 
the subject. Michael Green, a 
professional archaeologist and 
researcher, is the Chairman. 

While we have yet to understand 
what the message of the crop cir¬ 
cles is, some inscriptions have- 
been turning up, not necessarily 

attached to a crop formation. 

For instance, at Mi I Ihil I, 

England, they have found a line 
of ancient writing with a circle 
with a dot by the side. There 
are three spaces altogether in 
the middle of it, indicating 

there are two words. It is 
thought that this possibly is 
meant to raise our level of outer 
consciousness while the structure 
of the crop circles themselves 
are meant to speak to our inner 
consciousness. 

By the late Summer of 1991, the 
crop circle community was quite 
confident it could distinguish a 


hoax from the genuine article. 
Howe vex - , two shop owners, Doug 
Bower and Dave Charley, claim 
they have made all the crop cir¬ 
cles over the last 30 years. 
This seems highly unlikely due to 
the complex designs that have 
been created. While some of the 
circles may have been made by 
hoaxers, it is doubtful all the 
circles can be attributed to 
hoaxers for several reasons. 

There is no likely explanation 
a hoaxer could give for the 
electromagnetic or geomagnetic 
sound that eminates from the cir¬ 
cles, the greenish glow that is 
sometimes said to accompany a 
circle, the way a crop is pressed 
down without physically damaging 
it, and the multiplicity of 
circles and variety of complex 
designs that have been formula¬ 
ted. We just don’ b have the 
answers yet. It has been noted 
that an increasing number of 
people have reported unusual 
flying objects in association 
with the crop circles. There 
seem to be small probes or some 
other kind of objects operating 
within and around the circles. 

One group of men got together 
and decided that since "someone" 
was trying to contact us on earth 
through wheat or corn fields, 
perhaps we should contact them 
the same way, so they stomped out 
in very large letters in a corn 
field, "TALK TO ME". They waited 
for a couple of days and nights 
and nothing happened. The mor¬ 
ning after the third night they 
went out in the morning and found 
hieroglyphics in what; they deter¬ 
mined to be an ancient Arabic 
language. They found someone who 
was familiar with Arabic and he 
had to go way back in the history 
hooks to match the symbols and 
determine what it; said. The 
response was - "JUST WATT".

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PARAPSYCHOLOGY COMMITTEE REVIEWS 
OZARK CONFERENCE

Eight members of the Parapsy¬ 
chology Committee heard Erny 
Joyce and Jane Reed reminisce 
about the Fourth Annual UFO 
Conference held April 3-5, 1992 

in Eureka Springs, AR. Since 
they spoke without notes, they 
suggested that readers get the 
Conference papers (which will be 
published in May) for accurate 
accounts. 

Steven Greer, an Emergency Room 
M.D. form Asheville, NO and 
President of the Center for the 
Study of Extra-Terrestrial Intel- 
lifisnce, spoke on "Close Encoun¬ 
ters of the 1* i f Lh Kind. " (These 
are apparently UFO encounters 
where communication interchange 
takes place one or more times. ) 
Dr. Greer told of a UFO in Gulf 
Breeze apparently signaling by 
flashing a light. Simultaneously 
a noise was heard. Humans pro— 
duced and projected light equiva¬ 
lents after they had set up 
"spotter teams." The craft — 
seen at night — slowed down and 
responded with the same signal. 
The observers were able to get 
triangulation which allowed size 
and distance estimates. 

Michael Lindemann, Santa Bar¬ 
bara, CA, discussed "The Lancas¬ 
ter Syndrome: UFOs and the New 

World Order." He proposed that 
after the Soviet Union’s fall 
from world power, we need a new 
enemy; and suggested that the fo¬ 
cus may be made to fall on space 
aliens. His anecdotal material 
included an unsubstantiated story 
of an ex-Marine working in a Wes¬ 
tern underground government faci¬ 
lity who purportedly met a liz¬ 
ardlike gray there, walking be¬ 
tween two normal humans. 

Forrest Crawford, Study Group 
Vice-Pres., drew some interesting 
cultural linkages in poems, es¬ 
says, commercials, UFO eonhactee 
reports, and Moody Blues albums 


in “Synchronieities and Alien 
Communications. 

The "Oklahoma Connection", a 
panel of three UFO investigators 
from that state, had several as¬ 
tonishing tales to tell. In one, 
campers who had a permit to do 
archeological studies at a 
western site found a locked gate 
blocking a public access road. 
The driver of the first truck 
drove close to investigate while 
the second, with his family, 
parked unseen on the ridge above. 
The first was ordered, "You wil 1 
leave right x now!" by a giant. 
When he failed to comply, a bal L 
of light from the giant’s arm 
shattered rocks at his feet, 
slighly injuring him. His son 
and family corroborated Ins 
story. When ordered again to 
move out, he replied that the 
road was too narrow to turn his 
truck around. He was struck un¬ 
conscious. When ho came to, his 
truck was turned back. 

Both families went back to a 
motel which was full at first; 
but suddenly had two rooms empty. 
They signed in, mentioned the 
mysterious event, noted that it 
had been written in their "diary" 
and were given complimentary 
tickets to a concert that night. 
While the adults were gone, a 
stranger asked their son for the 
diary and was given it. 

Linda Moulton Howe and Dr. John 
Altschuler noted the low probabi¬ 
lity that cattle mutilations were 
done by humans with lasers used 
in field conditions. One farmer 
sold his herd because he had lost 
so many animals through on going 
mutilations. 

One man claimed he was kidnap¬ 
ped by aliens, and was taken to a 
room full of infants in incuba¬ 
tors: all apparently his progeny. 
Aliens seem to have produced a 
variety of "Grays"; crossbred 
with humans, birdlike, lizard¬ 
like and tall Nordics too perfect 
to be humans.

George Wingfield of 
Somerset, England re¬ 
viewed "The Evolution of 
Crop Circles." The 

S>ut]bury mound, about a 
mile from Stonehenge, 
seems to be The focus for 
crop circles. 

A man walked his dog 
through an unmarked field 
only to find an intricate 
design in if when he 
returned a few minutes 
later. “Unsolved Myster¬ 
ies" reported a symbol 
having appeared N between 
frames of a motion pic¬ 
ture camera, an interval 
of approximately 1/20 of 
a second. In another in¬ 
stance, observation video 
cameras revealed no ac¬ 
tion in or above a fog 
bank which swathed a 
field. When the fog lif¬ 
ted, a crop symbol was 
already there. 

Parapsychology Commit¬ 
tee members drew paral¬ 
lels between crop circles 
and those found in Ohio 
Mound areas or on the 
plains of Nasca. Appar¬ 
ently symbols left by 
ancients in India have 
been identified in both 
England and Australia. 
Viola Echele read a 
report she wrote some 
years ago that indicated 
that 12 temples built by 
various cultures on sites 
frequented by "gods" 
farmed a Maltese Cross. 

Exny Joyce offered the 
most original hypothesis 
correlating crop symbols. 
He believes that crop 
symbols depict .inter¬ 
stellar civilisation 

linkages.

The Center for North Anif'r:ir:nn 
Crop Circle Studies (CNACCS) lies 
been founder! in New Canaan, CT to 
collect and disseminate i u forma - 
tion on the crop circle phoneme- 
non in the United Stales and 
Canada. According to founder and 
director Rosemary Ellen Oniley, 
the Center will seek data and 

photographs for os many forma 

tions as possible in the 19 9 2 
season. Information on and pho¬ 
tographs of circles found in pro 
vious years also are needed. 

Material collected will bo ad - 
ded to the Center’s already com¬ 
prehensive database of circle 

activity in North America. The

tions and press material::. In 
addition, CNACCS will contribute 
to the annual North American crop 
circle report published by the 
North American Institute for Chop 
Circle Research, based in Winni¬ 
peg, Manitoba, Canada. 

Guiley, an author of hooks on 
the paranormal, stated that the 
Center’s purpose was to servo os 
a clearinghouse to raise public 
awareness about, crop circles, and 
to provide assistance to other 
researchers and groups in the 
field. To help gather informa¬ 
tion in the M.5., seven a I re¬ 
gional coordinators have boon 
named. 

"Crop circles arc a fascinating 
phenomenon about which we know 
little and for which wo have no 
explanation,” Guiley said. "nu¬ 
merous speculations have been ad¬ 
vanced, but we do not know pre¬ 
cisely how or why crop circles 
are formed." 

"In the U.S. and Canada. the 
phenomenon thus far differs sig¬ 
nificantly from circles in Eng¬ 
land, according to report, s. We 


have mostly flattened circles, 
and have yet to see the elegant 
and mysterious pietograms that 
have made an appearance in 
England.' In the U.S., most 
circles have been reported in 
grass rather than in cereal 
crops. Many of them show burn 
marks, a characteristic seldom 
seen in England. 

Guiley also is interested in 
studying the sociological and 
psychological aspects of circles 
as they enter pop culture and 
art. "Many persons feel the 

circles speak to them on a deep 
level of consciousness, " she 
said. "Some feel a spiritual 
awakening. Are circles really- 
affecting us, or are we projec¬ 
ting our own needs onto them?"
